quarters, and the Central Intelligence Agency.

is well indicated if we remember that Radio Free Europe, which was

"psychological war" include the Central Intelligence Agency, which, 
according to the most recent estimates, employs 60,000 persons, has 
more than 300,000 espionage agents aroond the world, and a yearly ; 

budget of 2.5 billion dollars, of which a large share is devoted to ■ ;i i 

psychological warfare. In addition to the military, espionage, and 
* foreign .affairs apparatus, a significant role is played in these 

"psychological warfare operations" by the propaganda orgaq of the i I 

0CB, the USIA. This agency has 11,500 employees and operates offices ■ 
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
